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THE TANJORE MAHARAJA SARFOJI'S SARASVATI 

MAHAL LIBRARY. 

This ancient and famous library which is described by Dr. Burnell " to 
be perhaps the largest and most important in the world" and which Dr. 
Buhler says " contains a great many useful and a number of very rare or 
nearly unique books, many of which are quite unknown or procurable only 
with great trouble and expense" was till recently the private property of the 
Rajas of Tan j ore. 

The earliest beginning's of the library must have been about the beginning 
of the 16th century when Tan j ore was under the rule of Telugu Nayaks who 
collected Sanskrit and Telugu Manuscripts written in Telugu and Grantha 
characters. In the 18th century the Mahrathas conquered the country and 
since that date the library has been increasing. By far the greater portion 
of the collection was made by Sarfoji Raja during a visit to Benares during 
1820 1830. Sivaji his successor added a few. There has practically been 
no addition of any value till very recent times. 

The attention of the Government of India and through it of the Govern- 
ment of Madras was directed in 1868 to the importance of the examination, 
purchase or transcription of Sanskrit Manuscripts in Indian Libraries and 
the framing of printed lists or catalogues of the same (Proceedings of the 
Government of India in the Home Department (Public), No. 4338-48, dated 
Simla, 3rd November 1868). 

In respect of magnitude as well as the range of subjects dealt with, not 
to speak of the diversity of languages employed, the Tanjore Library com- 
pares most favourably with Oriental Libraries in India and elsewhere. 

In December of the same year, the Government of Madras asked Mr. 
Pickford, Professor of Sanskrit, to carry out the instructions of the Govern- 
ment of India. He commenced to catalogue the manuscripts at Tanjore but 
he fell seriously ill and had to return to Europe in March 1870 and never 
came back to India. It is not known how much he had done as his unfinished 
catalogues could not be found (Letter from the Professor of Sanskrit, 
Presidency College, Madras, to the Chief Secretary to the Government of 
Madras, dated Madras, 22nd May 1876, and Letter No. 1560, dated Madras, 
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7th June 1876, from the Director of Public Instruction, Madras, to the Chief 
Secretary to the Government of Madras). 

Thereupon Dr. Burnell, District and Sessions Judge, was appointed in 
G. 0. No. 71, dated 16th March 1871, to catalogue the Sanskrit Library at 
Tanjore. That learned scholar devoted a great deal of research and labour 
to the task and his catalogue which he styled " A classified Index to the 
Sanskrit Manuscripts in the Palace at Tanjore," was published in three parts 
between 1878 and 1880 in London. This is now the chief key to the huge 
Sanskrit collection in this Library. But unfortunately a great many manu- 
scripts, seem to have been omitted and his catalogue cannot be said to be 
complete. 

During the course of his preparation of the catalogue Dr. Burnell wrote 
to the Chief Secretary to the Government of Madras from Bangalore on 6th 
August 1873 as follows : 

" It may perhaps be asked if the Library is worth the labour spent on it. 
I can answer unhesitatingly that it is. It is now a recognised fact that nearly 
all Sanskrit works of importance exist in different recensions. The Tanjore 
Library is unrivalled in this respect ; it contains several good manuscripts 
of all the most important ones known as yet, including a few that are 
new The Tanjore Library, however, contains additional manu- 
scripts of most of the works which I had discovered elsewhere, and this is a 
matter of great importance. 

I believe that this Library must, sooner or later, escheat to the Govern- 
ment. The preparation of this catalogue will therefore protect property of 
enormous value, Sanskrit Manuscripts have long been very dear and the 
cost of making proper transcripts, is now very heavy. As far as I can judge, 
it would not be possible to form a collection like that at Tanjore at a less 
cost than ^50,000 but many manuscripts are unquestionably unique." 

The Tanjore Maharaja Sarfoji's Sarasvati Mahal Library is now a public 
Library in the full sense of that term, the Government of Madras, through 
the Treasurer of Charitable Endowments, being responsible for its 'adminis- 
tration. The collection belonged to the reigning princes of Tanjore~the 
Mahratha Maharajas. When the last of them died leaving no' direct male 
heir and after the death of the last surviving Rani this collection together 
with the other properties formed the subject of litigation in civil courts. 
There was a rumour a few years ago that the collection had attracted the 
attention of some wealthy patrons of learning Overseas. And it would 
appear that arrangements were very nearly ready to sell the whole collection 
outright at an assessed value, when public attention was focussed on certain 
remarks of Dr. Burnell to the effect that " it would not be possible to form 
a collection lifc that *t Tanjore a.t a less cost than /5000Q" 
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The parties concerned had perforce to wake up and the deal was 
not immediately concluded. The public of Tanjore also began to interest 
themselves in the affair adequately. It was rightly considered as a 
question of National Pride. The parties in O. S. No. 26 of 1912 on 
the file of the Subordinate Judge of Tanjore agreed that it was eminently 
fit that the Library should be preserved and maintained as a Public Library 
in trust for the public and removed the Library and one lakh of rupees to 
provide for its upkeep, from the subject-matter of the suit. The Govern- 
ment of Madras in G. O. No. 1306 Home (Education), dated 5th October 1918, 
accordingly took possession of the same under the Charitable Endowments Act 
and have framed a scheme for the management of the same. 

Since the Library became a public trust there has been a marked 
improvement in the reception accorded to it by the public. Various liberal 
and generous-minded benefactors have come forward with magnanimous 
offers. The Library has been enriched with three very fine collections of 
manuscripts, every one of them rare s valuable and very interesting. The 
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Jambunatha Bhat Landagai collection, 1921 the Kagalkar collection and 
the Patanga Avadhuta collection, 1922 these three alone number 2181 
manuscripts. 

The manuscripts are either on palm leaf or on paper. They are of 
very different value and come from very different sources. These manuscripts 
are in more than eleven distinct alphabets being from all parts of India. 
In Sanskrit alone there are 24,432 Manuscripts, written in various scripts. 
In respect of quantity and richness of material the Sanskrit section of this 
Library is easily the biggest manuscript Library in the world, the Sanskrit 
section of the Government Oriental Library, Madras with its 22,270 
manuscripts ranking second. 

Besides these manuscripts, there are also a number of books and 
Manuscripts in almost all the Indian and European languages and on almost 
all branches of human knowledge. Special mention may here be made of the 
books and manuscripts in Telugu, Tamil, Mahrathi and English on account 
of their number and importance.

THE GENESIS OF THE TELUGU CATALOGUE. 

During the course of my work as Editor of the Descriptive Catalogue of 
the Sanskrit Manuscripts of the Tanjore Palace Library, my attention was 
invited to the valuable collection of Telugu Manuscripts in the Library by my 
friend Mr. K. Sitaramiah, the Superintendent. On examination we found the 
Tanjore Telugu Collection to be unique in that it represented the home produc- 
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tions of royal patrons of art, their court pandits and other scholars domicile 
in the Tanjore country. The'Nayak Kings of Tanjore (1535 A. D. to 167. 
A. D.) as well as their successors, the Mahratha rulers of Tanjore (1673 A. D 
to 1832 A. D.) were all patrons of learning besides some of them bein^ 
distinguished scholars themselves. It may be said that this collector 
represents the Southern School of Telugu Literature. The special distinction 
of this school is its originality in the production of song and drama known as 
Yaksagana. The crude Telugu drama the street play was given a literary 
status and brought on to the royal stage in the reign of Raghunatha Nayak 
and his son Vijayaraghava. A perusal of these will at once convince the 
reader that they are more original in composition and more artistic in 
representation than the present-day stage dramas which are more often 
imitations of the Sanskrit or the English Drama. Besides these Yaksaganas 
there are also copies of standard Telugu works as the Mahabharalamu, 
Ramayanamu, Bhagavatamu and other Puranas and Kavyas. Of the Kavya 
literature some are of the Dvipada type and are not available elsewhere. 

The Administrative Committee of the Library did not possess enough 
funds to undertake the publication of the Descriptive Catalogue of the Telugu 
Collection. Appeals made to Government for help and patronage did not 
evoke sympathetic response as the retrenchment axe was being ruthlessly 
applied everywhere. Appeals were made through the columns of newspapers 
(Vide Mr. P. Lakshmikantham's article in The Hindu dated 17th January 1932, 
and Prof. P. P. S. Sastri's article in The Hindu dated 10th July 1932) to 
patriotic and public-spirited Andhras and learned bodies like the Andhra 
University to come forward to help the undertaking. My friend Mr. Burra 
Satyanarayana of the Syndicate of the Andhra University took up the question 
with his usual infectious enthusiasm and prevailed upon me to submit an 
economic plan of getting the thing done under the auspices of the Andhra 
University. As my editorial work was entirely honorary and as I coulcl 
count on the help of the permanent and special staff of the Library, I was 
able to submit a modest estimate within which the work could be completed. 
The learned Vice-Chancellor of the Andhra University immediately placed the 
necessary funds at my disposal and urged me to get the tiling through as 
expeditiously as possible. The Administrative Committee of the Library 
readily agreed to my scheme and showed their appreciation of the work of the 
Andhra University by donating them a sum of Rs. 250 towards the expenses 
of the Catalogue, out of their slender resources. Mr. K. Sitaramiah imme- 
diately betook himself to the task of preparing the necessary material for the 
Catalogue but could not continue as he was appointed to the Nizam College, 
Hyderabad, on a permanent basis. My friend, Principal S. T. G. Varadachar- 
yulu (of the Narasimha Sanskrit College, Chittigudur, Masulipatarn) whose 
love of Indian culture is equalled only by his well directed munificence and 
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liberal-heartedness in the promotion of learning, chose two of his best pupil 
Pandits to help me in the preparation and publication of the Telugu Catalogue 
and supervised most of the work. My thanks are due to him and to his band 
of earnest Pandits for all their help. Pandit A. M. Srinivasachariar of 
Triplicane helped me to see the work through the press, with his usual care 
and enthusiasm. My thanks are also due to him, 
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DETAILED PREFACE TO THE WORKS NOTICED- 

Every one knows the great patronage enjoyed by Telugu Literature at the 
hands of King Krsnadevaraya of Vijayanagar. The prabandha style which owed 
its origin to Somana and Srinatha was perfected by Allasani Peddana the 
court-poet of Krsnadevaraya. Besides Peddana, his court contained a galaxy of 
Telugu Poets, known as the Astadiggajas among whom were included such 
great men as Mukku Timmana, Tenali Ramakrishna, Pingali Surana and 
Dhurjati. Each of these endowed Telugu Poetry with a new individuality. 
Until the latter part of the last century, the prabandha style reigned supreme. 
The period of the Nayak Kings of Tanjore, was in splendour and richness of 
output, the immediate corollary of the period of Krsnadevaraya at Vijayanagar. 
The Mahratha Rajas succeeded both to the throne and the tradition of the 
Nayak Kings. They continued their patronage to Telugu Poets, besides some 
of them being themselves poets of a high order. Thus the Tanjore Telugu 
Manuscripts represent a collection, unique in its richness and variety, gathered 
together during the three centuries 1500 A. D. to 1800 A. D. under the royal 
patronage of two dynasties, the Telugu Nayaks and the Mahratha Rajas. 

In this volume 816 Manuscripts are noticed. These represent 320 inde- 
pendent works of which 85 are works already in print and indicated by asterisks 
and the remaining 235 are works not yet available in print. The value of 
these unprinted works is considerably enhanced when it is realised that most 
of these unprinted works are unique as they are available only in this Library. 

The Manuscripts noticed in this volume, are divided into three main 
divisions Part I Kavya Literature (Nos. 1 689), Part II Sastra Literature 
(Nos. 690780) and Part HI Miscellaneous (Nos. 781816). These

Andhrakalidasa is a poet of the Court of Tulajaraja, the 3rd son of Ekoji I of 
Tanjore and this work is a translation of Anandagiri's Sankaravijaya. 
Tenali Ramabhadra is a member of the family of the great author of 
Pandurangamahatrnya. Udayanodayamu is a Prabandha of a very high order. 
Kalakavi is a court poet of Vijayaraghava Nayak of Tanjore (A. D. 1633-1673) 
and his work is historically important as containing the details of his patron's 
family and achievements. No. 9 is a work which can very favourably stand 
comparison with that of Sarangu Tarnmaya. The author of No. 11 is a 
Jangam poet of a high order/

Of the above authors Nadindla Gopana is a great patron of literature; 
Sornana is an author of many more works; and Singana the author 
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of No. 6 is the son of Ayyalarya, one of the great poets who completed Potana's 
Bhagavata. No. 7 is a very important work being one of the sources of JSTayak 
history, very authentic being written by one of the Tanjore Nayak rulers. It 
can be said with truth that the poetry of the works in this section is of a very 
high order.

Of the above authors Paramananda is an author noticed in the last section. 
No. 6 is a work, each verse of which is dedicated to one Narasa the commander, 
most probably the father of the great Krsnaraya. 

III. Dandakas. 

There are two historically important Dandakas in this section 
(Nos. 435 & 436). The former gives many det^ls of the achievements of 
Emperor Venkatapatiraya of Penukonda and the latter some details of the 
life of Shahji, the eldest son of Ekoji I of Tanjore. 

IV. Gana, etc. 

It may be said that the works in this section if culled out provide matter 
sufficient for a good volume of South Indian Telugu song. There is beauty 
and variety among the songs and generally they belong to the Mahratha 
period. There is one work which belongs to the prior period (No- 429) 
Ksetrayya is said to be a contemporary of the 4th Nayak ruler Vijaya- 
raghava of Tanjore and composed some songs on him. One more author 
has to be mentioned here, Girirajakavi. From aperusal of some of the wcrks 
attnbuted to him (Nos. 448-451 and 587) it appears that' the.e are two 
poets of the same name, one a contemporary of Shahji and another of Sara- 
bhoji II, W1 th whose name the Sarasvati Mahal Library is associated. 
Lookmg at the work (No. 587) Lilavatikalyanamu, we can unmistakably 
conclude that the Sarabhoji mentioned therein is the latter Raj, Thus tie

Among the works in this section are included some tales of folklore 
Which were sung by beggars who were wandering from one place to another 
(N6s. 484-488). Some of these are sung even to-day. Among the authors in 
this section we find some celebrated names Kankanti Paparaju (No. 495), 
Girirajakavi (No. 499) and Sivaji the last Mahratha Ruler of Tanjore 
(No. 499). A defective genealogical table is attached to this work. The 
following correct table may be of interest.

VI. Natakas. 

This is a very important section in this catalogue. It is generally 
'believed that the Telugu Drama is modelled after the Sanskrit Drama, as the 
other modes of literature are and that it took its birth only towards the last part 
of the last century. But this is not quite correct. The particular' variety 
now in vogue is certainly modelled after those in Sanskrit and is of" very 'fete 
origin/ But when we look at the works in this section we see that the'authbrs 
of the Ifilh & 1 7 th centuries conceived a kind of Drama which had almost nothing 
in commpn with the Sanskrit Drama. It may be said that it has some affinity 
with the Tamil Drama which was then in vogue in the Tamil country. 'It may 
also be noted than the street dramas that are played by some wandering follc 
in the various parts of the Andhradesa, particularly in the Ceded districts, have 
gome things in common with them, Some .more research is necessary- in this 
direction and these dramas should be critically studied with a view to their 
proper place ,in the Telugu literature. There are some here which are of 
historical, value. Some of the dramas are by the Royal authors, Vijayaraghava, 
Shahji, Shivaji, and Mann^rudeva apdmogt of them are from their, court ppets,. 



The thanks of the whole Andhra country are due to these authors and 
to the Library authorities who have taken the trouble of preserving these 
dramas which are said to have been enacted at court, There are some 
villages in the Tanjore Dt., like Sulamangalam, where every year such Telugu 
Dramas are enacted on the Bramhotsavam festival days and the actors hold 
hereditary inams for doing so. Some of the most important works in this 
section are mentioned hereunder.

Among the above works, Nos. 1 5 are by Vijayaraghava, the 
4th Nayak King and No. 6 is by his talented but unfortunate son. 
He died in the last battle along with his father. The author of No. 7 
is a poet of Vijayaragavacokkanatha's court at Madura. Matrbhutakavi is 
a poet of the court of Amarasingba, a scion of the Ruling family of Tanjore 
who ruled at Tiruvadamarudur. The authors of Nos. 11 and 12 belong to 
the court of Vijayaraghava. Tulajaraja and Ekoji, authors of Nos. 633 and 
606 were Mahratha Rajas father and son. The author of No. 17 is a poet 
of the court of the last Raja Shivaji. Nos, 10 and 13 are works of the type 
of Prabodhacandrodaya in Sanskrit. 

VII. Vacanakavyas. 

Prose works as such are rare in Telugu Literature. It is to the 
credit of writers of this part of the Telugu country that they found that 
prose is more appealing to the masses. There are some really good works 
though very few in this section. These are written in good colloquial style so 
tfeat they could be easily understood by common people,

Among the above authors, Tirukamakavi probably belongs to the court 
of Madura under Cokkanatha, and Anantabhupala belongs to the Tripakula 
family of Candragiri, related to the Madura Nayak family. 

VIII. Sastra Literature. 

Except the work attributed to the famous Tikkana (No, 703) and some 
published Laksana works, independent works on rhetoric are rare. Among 
works on other sciences, Nos. 718, 719, 724 and 733 have already been men- 
tioned. Nos, 748 and 750 are very elaborate philosophical works by Parama- 
nanda. No. 765 is an important work on medicine by one Yellabhattu and 
No. 768 is a work on surgery. No. 783 is a commentary in easy Telugu prose 
on Jayadeva's Gitagovinda. No. 806 is a work on Ratnasastra. 

The Tanjore Telugu collection thus consists of works, important in 
many directions. Among the authors, we find three royal names prominent as 
patrons and authors. 

(1) Raghunatha Nayak. He is the greatest Telugu king of the Post- 
Krsuadevaraya Age, a great patron of Sanskrit and all Dravidian Literatures 
and a great scholar-poet. He has written many Sanskrit (See Nos. 1676 and 
9468 in Vol. XV -Sanskrit Catalogue) and Telugu (vide infra} works. Besides 
these, he is also reputed to be the author of many works in the introduction to 
the Sangitasudha which is also attributed to him. He is the inventor of 
Raghunatha Mela and Ramananda Tala. He composed a Telugu Pra- 
bandha Parijatapaharana in one night as testified to by Rajacudamani 
Diksita in his Rukmaniparinayakavya. Yejnanarayana, Rajacudamani and 
Venkatamakhi are some of the great Sanskrit writers patronised by him. 
Cemakuri Venkatakavi, and Krsnadhvari are some great Telugu poets of his 
court. He maintained strict religious neutrality and though a Vaisnavaite, 
honoured the Madhva Saint Sudhindra with Kanakabhiseka. His minister 
was the f amous Govinda Diksita, a great Smartha Advaita Brahmin. His 
court was justly famous for two great women authors of rare merit, Rama- 
bhadramba and Madhuravani. The former is the author of a Sanskrit Maha- 
kavya, named Raghunathabhyudaya and the latter is reputed to be the author 
of a Ramayana Mahakavya of which there is a copy at Bangalore (Indian 
Review February 1908). The tradition that Raghunatha wrote a Ramayana, 
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c in Telugu which Madhuravani translated into Sanskrit finds ample justifica- 
tion from verses in this book. 

r (2) Vijayaraghava Nayak. This was the unfortunate Nayak who 

lost Tanjore for the dynasty and his son fell along with him in battle in A.D. 

1673. He was a great patron of poets. Kalakavi (No. 222) and Rangajamma 
-(No. 140) are some of the Telugu authors of his court. He, himself is the 

author of several works. A comprehensive list of his works is given by him in 
- Prahladacaritramu (No. 541). A great astronomer, Bhugola Venkatesa

The Tanjore School of Telugu Literature was discovered by scholars 

.only -towards the beginning of this century. Owing to a variety of reasons 

'the school has not yet had the full advantage of being studied and appreciated 

jproperly- by writers of histories of Telugu Literature. It is hoped that the 

present endeavour in throwing open the treasures contained in the Tanjore 

Collection through the pages of this catalogue will stimulate further researches 

in this virgin field. But the work of scholars can be successfully pursued 

only if adequate facilities are made available. The salutary rule that no 

manuscript of the Tanjore Library can be lent out, has no doubt justified its 

c exrstence in the past in having preserved for us intact what is now available 

"in the Tanjore Palace Library. With the increasing impetus given by 

'Universities like the Andhra University, for the furtherance of Research 

-work, it becomes the duty and privilege of Administrative Committees of 

'important and famous Libraries like that of Tanjore to relax its rule to some 

-extentj-at least in respect 1 of learned bodies like Universities by permitting the 

loan of such manuscripts as are undertaken to be published for the benefit 

of all and for the more lasting preservation of the manuscripts themselves. 

Even Libraries like that of the India Office now offer such facilities for the loan 

"of their manuscript treasures. It is therefore hoped that facilities will -be 

forthcoming for duly accredited scholars and established centres of learning

ANDHRA MAHABHARATAMU. 

(Nannaya, Errapregada and Tikkayajva.) , 

This is printed. The two noteworthy editions are those 
published by the Ananda Press, Madras, and by Messrs. 
V. R- Sastrulu & Sons, Madras. This is the first great work in 
Telugu Literature of the date of which we are certain. 

No critical edition of Nannaya's magnum opus has so far 
been undertaken. The Madras Govt. Oriental Mss. Library 
contains several Mss. as well as a text of this work collated by 
C. P. Brown. The Tanjore Library also possesses several Mss. 
which are tabulated below. To the critical student of the 
Mahabharata the value of Nannaya lies in his enumeration of 
the number of stanzas in each of the Parvas of the Mahabharata 
and in this enumeration, the several Mss, differ very 
widely. Nannaya (circa 1022. A.D.) being the earlist dated 
writer on the Mnhabharata who gives us valuable details as to 
the scope of the Mahabharata in the tenth century A. D. 
deserves to be citically studied, particularly by those who 
attempt a textual restoration of the great Epic, We have 
discussed Nannaya's contribution in this re?pect in the introduc- 
tion prefixed to the Mahabharata (Southern Recension) published 
by Messrs. V. R. Sastrulu & Sons, Madras, 1931 (in progress).
